LETTER FROM EUROPE.

[Special Corro»|xjii'ieuix uf tho L'uion. ]
Loxnox, Augutit 5, 1858.

Punch, tho I/>ndon Charivari, represents the Kini>eror
Louis Napoleon tu> a sphinx with tho words of the first
great Emperor : " I shall renew at Cherbourg the marvelsof Egypt." If the French proverb, " la veritf le ilU
en riant," is true, never has truth been told in a jest more
to tlce point. What does Cherbourg metur with its capacityto hold twenty-fivo ships-of the-lino and a oorresItondingarmy, with fortilications mounting 3,000 guns
of heavy calibre, and some 300 mortars f 'Hits is a riddle,and yet the Ffcneh sphinx spoke intelligibly enough
when it said " Tho empire is peace. 1'eiu-e, since
Fiance wishes It; and when France is satisfied the world
is tranquil." Now, this is clearly the meaning of tho
sphinx, France is satisfied witli jieacc, and, in order that
England may appreciate the boon, tho Emperor Napoleon
invites her Majesty to come and see for herself what Eng1ind uiay expect if sire provokes France. France loves
England; but she is determined, tliat nobody else sliull
love her ; whilo she, liko a true French lady, must he
left to her discretion. " TuiU your Vtnnour, ritn par la
forct," (all for love, nothing by constraint,) is the hieroglyphicmeaning of tho sphinx at Cherbourg. France,
in Mjr mean time, pursues licr policy In Turkey, in the
D.inuhhui principalities, in Italy, Spain.in short, everywhere; England following more or less willingly in her
wake. Even in China, France will lead when it suits her
purpose. l/Mukm may still be the great mart of the
world where tho revenue of each country is discounted ;
hut over the destinies of nations Paris exercises a far
greater sway. Ine closer tho alliance between Franco
and England the more will England be isolated, the
nearer will Napoleon 111 bo to the realization of the
problem of his great uncle.the continental system.
Napoleon I fought the great duel with Russia to compel
that powor to separate from England j that great object
is now spontaneously accomplished, without the bloody
fields of Ulm, Essllngue, Wagram, Jena, and Eylau, and
without even disturbing the Germanic confederation.
This is Iho magnificent effect of tho urmuil peace of the
French Emperor. In whatever position France may be
placed hereafter, England will not easily conspire against
her or uiite the rest of Europe i'l iui unhallowed crusiulu
against the ideas born in 1789. Aristotle and the muchabuscdand calumniated Machiavolii were right when
they gave it as their opinion that one great absolute
monarch could do more for democracy In itB great com-

bat agnliist privileged classes than any number of small
chiefs, very seldom harmoniously eombined against those
who h»vo a common interest. So let us admire the
sphinx, and trust to history to solvo the great riddle.

While the world is clamorous for peace, every nation
is actively engaged in erecting fortifications and in levy-
ing troops. Russia and Sweden are fortifying the Gulf
of Botlmia ; Germany is looking to llostadt nnd Mentz ;
Sardinia is fortifying Alexandria, and Belgium is agita-
ting the rebuilding of the citadel of Antwerp. Ilerc is a

riddle more puzzling than that of the sphinx, but which
is now eclipsed by Cherbourg. For some time past tho
relation; between England and Austria were becoming
quite umieablo, just in proi>ortion as Baron liubncr, the
Austrian minister in Cutis, found in Count Walowsky un

overmatch on the questions connected with Turkey and
the Duunbian principalities. The question of the navigationof the Danube, the most troublesome of them all,
was positioned till after the Cherbourg fete', when the
Queen of England shall havo given the most indisputable
proofs of her most sincere admiration for tho government
of the Emperor. The plenipotentiaries will then again
meet in Tails, and there is now every reason to hope
that they will crime to n satisfactory understanding. At
tho Congress of Vienna, France, then represented by
Talleyrand, found no other ally but Austria ; at the Con-
grew «i rnrus, Austria may now una no any at an. *ci

Austria was never more powerful than she now is, nor

has she, since 1805, been so well supported In Germany.
Whatever rivalry may exist between the Austrian and
Prussian cabinets, public opinion in Germany is in favor
of their allianco, and so strongly is this opinion expressed
by the press and in all influential circles that no separate
action of these two powers could for a moment hope to
receive public support. Tho British sovereign will be
satisfied of this fact on her trip to Potsdam.a circumstancewhich will rather strengthen than diminish tho
entente cordial'e. with Franco.

Quite a pretty altercation is now springing up between
the engineers NigilclU, Wilson, and Stephenson in regardto the practicability of a ship-canal across tho isthmusof Suez. It looks like a simple scientific squabble ;
but mighty interests stand behind it, and givo it moro
tlran ordinary consequence. Enghuid docs not desire a

ship canal, which would unite tho waters of the Mediterraneanwith the Indian ocean, and reduce tho trade to
Calcutta to a coastwise trade as regards Spain, France,
Ituly, and even Austria. England, who holds the Capo
ofGood Hope, has nodesire to abolish tho old route round
tho capes in favor of the coastwise trade of so many rival
nations, and hence desires to substitute a railroad for the
canal, or, if possible, to take possession of the isthmus
so ns to control tho transit in time of war. To this polIcytho United States could not object, if England evinced
a more liberal policy In regard to tho isthmus of Panama,
in regard to which she has merely been acting the dog in
tho manger.
The news from Mexico, and especially the cessation of

diplomatic intercourse between the United States and
tliat country, are looked upon as rather favorable to
British bondholders, and Mexican securities have, in consequence,improved one full per cent, within the lost few

days. I repent my conviction that a rupture between tho
United States and Mexico would bo looked upon with
considerable indifference by tire government of England,
and with some satisfaction by the holders of Mexican
bonds. The latter will, indeed, be quite disappointed if
thoy learned that matters in that part of the world remanedin rfitu quo.

'hie paragraph in her Majesty,s speech on proroguing
the Parliament, referring to the new Colony of British
Columbia, expressing the hope "that this new Colony on

the Pacific mav ire but one stop In the career of sternly
progress, l>y which her Majesty's dominions in America
may ultimately be peopled, in nn unbroken chain, from
the Atlantic to tlio l'acific, by a loyal and industrious
imputation of subjects of the British crown," need not
unnecessarily alarm us. It is merely a rhetorical flourish
by ono of the literary champions of tho present cabinet;
though it was eagerly caught up and endorsed by Ixrrd
Palmcrston's organ. It will l>o well, however, as a counterpartto this widely-extended loyalty, to strengthen tho
bonds of our Union.

advantage to England ; but we will hope that the cable
will prevent a serious ltreach lastween the two countries.

PARTY ORGAXIZATION.SENATOR
DOUGLAS.

7b the MHore of the Union :

1 cannot but admire the ability and vigor with which
the Union ia parulyr!ng the fratricidal arm of Stephen A.

Douglas, who ia using the power given h'*n by the democraticparty to divide and overthrow ft And wliile I
have admired the force of your blows upon the distinguishedrecrcaut, I have been pleased with tlio discretion
you have shown in separating him from tlio honest men

whom he hail seduced into co-opcrution with him.
I do not see how the Union, as a faithful sentinel and

organ of the democratic party, could have treated Sena
tor Douglas with less forbearance than it has shown him ;
for what, has Wen his course .I will not say crimeagainsthis party f Indulge mo while I take a brief reviewof It. And, In the first place, let nie promise that,
next to its great principles, the perfect organisation of
the democratic pat ty has been the right arm of its success.The basis of this organisation is the ftinilamental
principle on which our government acts . the right of the
majority to govern, uutl the duty of tlio minority tooWy.
In all successful party organizations it is the duty and the
pleasure of all true men iu the minority to cheerfully acquiesceiu the clearly-expressed will of the majority. It
is in this spirit that all of our nominating conventions
are held, from the district up to the rmtional. It is on
this principle wo act in our legislative caucuses to nominatecandidates for United States senators, Ac.; and it is
on the same principle, also, thut the caucuses of democraticsenators and representatives ure held at Washingtonto nominate officers of the two houses, and determine
their action upon important measures. In nil these party
meetings sound principle, party fidelity, und personal
honor require every member of the minority to acquiescein the will of the majority. And if this duty of acquiescenceis honorably binding in our local and ordinary
popular conventions, it is doubly binding upon the trustedreniefientativo of the Dooole who owes his nolitical dis-
tinetiou and success to party favor and usage.

Previous to the nomination of General Jackson for
President, the democratic candidates for that office have
been nominated by congressional caucuses.tiio majority
of the democratic members binding the whole party to
tiro support of tiro nominee. So, too, of the leading
measures of every strong democratic administration ;
they have most always been agreed upon by tire democraticmembers of (Congress in caucus.all true, unsellish
party men readily yielding to the will of the mnjority.
When such men as Grundy, King, liuchuiuui, Wright,
Woodbury, Cass, Polk, Cobb, and their democratic cola-
boron, were in Congress, and were looked up to as leaders
and Mentors of the party, they consulted with democraticPresidents and cabinets, and caucused with demo-
critic senators and representatives, in order to determine,
by the united counsels of all, what was best to be done
for the country and the party and they all promptly
acquiesced ami aided in carrying out the will of the iua-

iority. It was this prevailing conservative spirit that
promoted and secured harmony and union ill tiro demo-
critic'party, and insured its uniform success in the most
exciting and disorganising party times.

Put bow dill'orent from tiio noble and correct course of
those honored and ever-faithful party leaders and exemplarshas been tlmt of (Senator Siqihrn A. Ibuyltu! ilecausolie was disappointed and mortified that Mr. Buchananbore otf the honors of the Democratic National
Convention, and dissatisfied with some of tiie federal appointmentsin Ids own State, which were not made ac-

cording to his recommendation, [nearly nil the federal
appointments in Illinois were mode on Mr. Douglas's
reoommendntion-^Ens. Uniox,] lie went to Washington
at tho first session of Congress under Mr. Buchanan'sadministrationpredetermined to assail it. Accordingly, on
the first day of the session, and to tho utter surprise of
all his former political ussociates, he opened the hall of
opposition and lod the assault upon the President's first
message. As soon as tho inessiige was read, and without
consulting any party but tho republicans, he arose and
denounced it at length and he continued to assail it
and the policy of the administration for months. Instead
of meeting in caucus and cousnlting with the democratic
members of Congress, bo met and consulted with the op-
position, and helped them to carry out their plans to
embarrass and defeat the administration in its most vital
party measure. He united with the republicans in fac-
tious opposition to the original Lecompton bill, and also
to the English Compromise bill, voting upon both bills,
for their motions to ndjourn, and arguing and support-
ing their questions of order and d'sorder, raised to
kill time and stave off important party votes. I have
a vivid recollection of the painful spectacle of seeingSenator Douglas brought into the Senate at night,
from a sick bed, by arrangement |>f the republican sona-

tors, to help.them sit out or stave off the attempt of tho
democratic majority to take the final vote on the Kansas
question at that sitting and I never shall forget, as ho
came into the Senate that memorable night, looking like
Lucifer fallen, how cordially Wade and Hale and Wilson,and nearly the whole body of republican senators,
met and greeted tho apostate, while not a single detno-
eratic senator approached him or gave him a sign of recognitionor fellowship; and this scene convinced me of
the full truth of the telographich despatch which had
some time Irefore been scut from Washington to the New
York Tribune, viz : "The republican senators hchl a consullotionlad nujht tcilh Senator Lhughx* at his hotiv, which was

tatiifactory to both jxirties."
It may here he observed, that, although the English

compromise bill adhered to the pr inciple of popular sovereigntyiu the people of the Territories, ns contended
for by the administration and tho democratic majority
in Congress, still, it was designed to ire, and was, in
fact, a concession to tho honest democratic opponents of
the original Senate bill, inasmuch as it gave the people
of Kansas an opportunity, in voting upon the amended
land ordinance as altered by Congress, to reject the constitutionif they pleased. This compromise bill gave
Senator Douglas, In effect, all be bird professedly con-

tended for ; and it was so understood and received by
the anti-Lccomptou democrats throughout the country.
But Senator Douglas opposed this conference hill of tub-
mission ns violently as he did the Senato hill of admission.
and he continued to act with the republicans in factious
opposition to it he, a professed Simon-pure democrat,
being unwilling to accept any terms of compromise with
the administration and the democratic majority in Con-
gross which would not first incut with the Approval and
support of his republican coadjutor* ! Senator Douglas
spoke and voted with the hlnck-rcpuhllcan opposition
against the English bill, which was framed and proposed
by democrats, agreed to uimiiiuiously by the demoiraticmembers of the joint committee of conference,voted for and passed by the democratic majority
in both branches of Congress, approved by the demo-
erratic administration, and sustained by the united demo-
cratic press and party of the whole country.

It has lieen alleged, in defence of Senator Douglas's
opposition to the administration, that Mr. Buchanan
undertook to set up a mere party test on the Kansas
ipiestion, ami it is asked what right Mr. Buchanan had
to do this any more than Mr. Douglas hod? Is't us see

the force of this suggestion. The Cincinnati Convention,
which nominated Mr. Buchanan, adopted certain principlesns a rule of action for the democratic party in its
administration of the government. Mr. Buchanan was
elected President, and in order to act wisely for the
great interests of tho country and the party, ns well
as for ids own fame, ho called around him a cabinet composedof the oldest, wisest, and most prominent of the
rlcmocrntic statesmen from the various sections of the
Union. Upon tho administration, so organized, devolved
the duty of carrying Into practical effect the principles
adopted at the Cincinnati Convention. At tho very thresholdof his administration Mr. Buchanan saw that the KanMsquestion of admission was to lie the mostprominent and
exciting party question of the day. The Now Haven letter
sffbrdod him tho first fit occ.tsfon to lay before the conn-

try his views of that subject as it then existed Tins oc-

^asion lie huprovod, in hit celebrated reply to Profe-aor
Sillimnn, in wltieli ho gave the outlines of his Kansas
polloj ntid tile reasons tor it.
